INTERNATIONAL TRUCKS 
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PAYING THE PRICE 


ROBABLY we should have headed this article 
“Who is going to pay the price?” because that 
question is certainly foremost in the minds of many 
warehousemen throughout this land, facing in- 
creased costs showered down on the industry by 
new laws and by various conflicting union organ- 
izations who are fighting among themselves to gain 
control of the labor of warehouses and terminals. 
Along the eastern seaboard, indications point to 
the control of inland warehouses by affiliation with 
the Truckmen & Chauffeurs Union, while the docks, 
wharfs and piers and waterfront houses are to be 
controlled by International Longshoremen’s Union, 
probably with competition from C.I.O. still to be 
reckoned with. 

What the warehousemen are going to use for an 
umbrella is something to think about... 

The usual procedure is to pass the costs along 
to the consuming public but can the warehouse- 
man do that and still hold his business volume? 
The industry as a whole has been beaten down on 
its prices for years, but with the cost increases 
continually creeping into operations, some com- 
panies have already notified shippers and storers 
of increases in rates from ten to twenty-five per 
cent, effective immediately, 

Users of warehouses have been fair in agreeing 
to some of these increases but is the added revenue 
going to be sufficient to meet all these demands 
and still leave something for the owners, stock- 
holders and unorganized white-collar men respon- 
sible for the actual operation—we wonder. 

Warehouse patrons dodge the use of warehouses 
on the slightest provocation. All sorts of substi- 
tutes have been and continue to, be found to keep 
from paying the price. : 

Don’t think the manufacturer doesn’t have his 
troubles too. A recent example—(names deleted). 
In a letter sent by the president of a western con- 
cern to his stockholders, he says: “In 1936 we were 
able to declare a dividend on common stock of 10 
per cent or $10.00 per share. During 1936 we paid 
taxes equal to $39.33 per share or four times as 
much in taxes as dividends and for the average 
number of employees we paid the equivalent of 
$972.31 in taxes for each employee, or for every 
$100.00 we paid in wages we paid out $118.00 in 
taxes.” That’s his side, and no mention is made 
of other increases. 

Warehouses will have to have more money, and

justly so. There can be no delay, but proposals for 
increases must be handled with the diplomacy of 
a foreign diplomat. More than likely the custom- 
ers will be found to be receptive and agreeable. 





CONNERY-BLACK BILL 
OVEMENT of industrial and business estab- 
lishments from state to state, prompted by 

the lure of greater supplies of available labor, tax 
subsidies, or other economic advantages, will be dis- 
couraged if the Connery-Black labor bill becomes 
statute. (See story on page 17.) 

These movements have had an important bearing 
on the warehousing industry, dislocation of storage 
accounts being one inevitable result. On the other 
hand, household furniture movers have found these 
shifts a source of profitable business. 

A fundamental aim of the Connery-Black bill is 
to remove the incentive for transfer of operations 
from one area to another. The magnet of subsidies 
may continue, but the labor market, theoretically 
at least, will feel a leavening effect. 

One of the declared purposes of the legislation 
designed by President Roosevelt and placed in bill 
form by Representative Connery of Massachusetts, 
and Senator Black of Alabama, is to end wage and 
hour differentials. 

“The employment of workers under substandard 
labor conditions in occupations in interstate com- 
merce, in the production of goods for interstate 
commerce, or otherwise directly affecting interstate 
commerce,” says the preamble, “. . . causes indus- 
trial dislocations directly burdening and obstruct- 
ing interstate commerce and diverting interstate 
commerce from areas in which fair labor standards 
are maintained to areas in which such substandard 
labor conditions exist.” 

That being so, sponsors of the legislation have 
set out to end substandard labor conditions wher- 
ever they exist, bringing conditions up to a level 
with those in other areas, and thereby effectively 
eradicating the principal cause of movement from 
state to state. 


FACTORY MIGRATION 


Z,ITHER because of dissatisfaction with local 
4 tax and labor conditions or restrictions, the 
desire to be closer to markets or raw material sup- 
plies, industry in general is in a moving mood. 
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Many factories are being re-located, enlarged or 
are adding to their personnel because of production 


expansion. Most of such activity involves over- 
the-road movement of household goods of execu- 
tives or employees, office and plant equipment, etc. 
To keep its readers posted on possible business of 
this character, DandW has started a new depart- 
ment, “Factories on the Move.” 

According to the F. W. Dodge reports, during 
the first four months of 1937, over $101,000,000 
was spent in thirty-seven Eastern states for new 
factories and alterations to existing buildings. This 
compares to $66,000,000 during the same period in 
1936. The food product industry has been a leader 
in plant relocation since it must now pay consider- 
ably more attention to production and production 
economy. Being forced to do business on a very 
narrow margin of profit, this industry has sought 
production nearer its source of raw materials and 
markets. During the first four months of this 
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year it has spent $18,000,000 for new plants and 
alterations. This compares with $10,000,000 dur- 
ing the same period of 1936. 

Considerable of the food plant movement has 
been to the South. For a great many years the 
South had to import from other states nearly a 
billion dollars worth of food products not produced 


there. Then came a broad industrial development 
in that area, namely the migration of other in- 
dustries such as textiles, chemical, paper, etc., to- 


gether with a changing emphasis agricultirally 





Gain in Merchandise Warehousing 
Occupancy Across First Quarter; 
March Figure Highest in 2 Years 


An upward movement in merchandise warehousing’s 
occupancy “curve” was experienced during the first 
quarter of 1937, it is indicated in the June release of 
the Bureau of the Census of the Department of Con- 
gress. This newest Government table presents the 
provisional figures for March 31 and the revised or 
final ones for Feb. 27. 

DandW’s records, maintained for purposes of com- 
parison, show that the average occupancy for the entire 
country was, based on Federal figures, 61.6 per cent 
on the final day of 1936. By Jan. 30 there was an 
advance to 62.0. The final mark for the last day of 
February, as now reported from Washington, is 62.4. 
The provisional figure for the final day of March is 
64.8. 

Thus from the close of 1936 to March 31 there was a 
reported net gain of 3.2 per cent. 

March 31st’s provisional 64.8 is the highest level at- 
tained since February of 1935. For that month the 
recorded mark is 65.2, and all subsequent monthly 
figures have been below that. 

The provisional 64.8 for this past March 31 com- 
pares with 61.8 on the last day of March of 1936. The 
highest final-day-of-March percentage is 70.8, in 1928, 
the first year of this Government statistical project. 

The accompanying “Occupancy Leaders Among the 
States” comparison shows that Michigan (except De- 
troit) was provisionally the leader on March 31, with 
87.5%. On the final day of the previous March, Ar- 
kansas-Oklahoma led with 84.3% and Michigan ranked 
fifth. 


A feature of the Government’s June release is that 
Washington and Oregon are for the first time 
bracketed, with 76.7%. Previously the two States were 
listed separately. 

Among the individual cities, Chicago ranked provi- 
sionally first at the close of March with 86.4%, fol- 
lowed by Detroit, Kansas City, St. Louis and the New 
York metropolitan district in that order. 

Gains this past March 31 as compared with Feb. 27 
were indicated for Massachusetts, Rhode Island, the 
New York metropolitan district as a whole, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Chicago, Michigan, Detroit, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Kansas City; Maryland and Delaware 
and District of Columbia grouped; North and South

Tonnage 
During this past March 519,739 tons arrived at 961 


reporting warehouses. Of this total, 426,267 tons, or 
82.0 per cent, entered storage, the balance being de- 
livered on arrival. In February the same number of 
warehouses reported receipt of 388,624 tons, of which 
77.3%, or 300,592 tons, entered storage, the balance 
being delivered on arrival.

Foreign Firms Exempted 
in Tennessee 


The governor of Tennessee has signed a bill that 
exempts foreign corporations from the requirements of 
filing its charter in the office of the secretary of state 
or otherwise qualifying or becoming’ domesticated in 
that state. 

The state laws heretofore have assessed a privilege 
tax of $300 for the carrying of stocks of merchandise 
in warehouses and have made it mandatory to file 
with the secretary of state copies of charters. 

The new law states that corporations from outside 
the state which wish to warehouse and distribute 
stocks in the state need only designate an agent for 
the acceptance of legal service within the state. A fee 
of $20 is charged for the filing of such agency with 
the secretary of state.

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Such speed is quite in contrast 

to the old lumbering freights of 
a few years back. In these days 
when man travels on trains bear- 
ing such names as Hiawatha, 
Abraham Lincoln, Mark Twain, 
the Flying Yankee, the Comet, 
the Rebel, and the Challenger, 
he dispatches freight on trains 
called Frisco Flash, the Speed 
Witch, the Panama Dispatch, the 
Rocket, the Roundup, and the 
Zenith. 

One rolling along aboard a 
streamliner of the present day, 
is not likely to think of the de- 
velopment of railroading, or 
even give a thought to the ques- 
tion as to whether there ever 
was a time when railroads were 
few. Most of us just take things 
for granted, and it is so easy to 
sit back and take things as they 
are today. Yet, slightly less than 
100 years ago, in 1838, the first 
railroad in the “West” was built 
between Detroit and Ann Arbor. 
Statistics show that in 1850 
there was but 1 mile of track to 
each 19,000 of population in IIli- 
nois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
and Missouri, while New En- 
gland could boast of but a mile 
of railroad to each 4,000. It was 
this onward march of the “Iron 
Horse” from that time on that 
did so much to encourage new 
settlements —to push back the 
frontier in order to open the 
West. 

The development of transpor- 
tation has had much to do with 
determining the course of indus- 
trial expansion. Industrial and 
commercial enterprises sprang 
into being along the main ar- 
teries of the railroads as they 
were projected farther and far- 
ther into the western wilder-

ness. Probably no other one 
factor has lent as much to 
industrial development as_ has 
the railroad—a determining in- 
fluence in bringing about a wider 
distribution of the products of 
our manufacturing industries. 


50 Per Cent Increase 


In those earlier days the 
freight trains chugg-chugged 
along at what, from a little dis- 
tance, seemed like a snail’s pace, 
and only certain commodities 
could be shipped over what then 
seemed like long distances. Now, 
however, the average speed of 
freight trains between terminals, 
including call delays encountered 
en route, is approximately 55 per 
cent higher than it was as late 
even as 1920. Many freight trains 
are being operated with the reg- 
ularity and dependability of pas- 
senger trains, and in many cases 
almost as fast. Due to the speed-

ing up of freight trains, many 
communities throughout the 
United States now enjoy over- 
night freight service from points 
as far as 500 miles distant. Tank 
cars now are used for the trans- 
portation of all kinds of liquids, 
including gasoline, oils, acids, 
chemicals, molasses, and milk. 
Other types of cars have also 
been developed to suit products 
that require special handling. 
Claims resulting from loss and 
damage to freight shipments 
have been reduced approximately 
85 per cent in a period of about 
15 years, and about 80 per cent 
of all such claims are settled by 
the railroad within 30 days after 
being received. New freight cars 
are constantly being added to 
the rolling stock—36,036 having 
been on order Feb. 1, 1937, the 
largest number for any corre- 
sponding date since 1926. 

All this means that manufac- 
turers and consumers will reap 
the benefits of this improved 
service. Shippers profit by in- 
creased sales when those at dis- 
tant points are able to receive 
products which formerly could

It is in this trend of advance- 
ment that industrial and com- 
mercial traffic direction has 
found its rightful place. Today 
the importance of the traffic de- 
partment is on a par with other 
departments of a business or- 
ganization. All too often has it 
happened that ways and means 
were found to cut costs along a 
production line or in the mar- 
keting of a product, only to have 
such savings irretrievably lost 
because of haphazard, wasteful, 
and negligent practices resorted 
to in packing and shipping the 
product; and this many times 
attributable to the fact that 
everybody in the organization 
was too busy producing and sell- 
ing the product to bother about 
shipments, other than to see that 
they were dispatced in the right 
direction. 

Some causes for waste occur- 
ring because of a lack of intel-

1. Improperly supported 
claims against carriers. 

2. Failure to get proper clas- 
sification and to take advantage 
of lower rates, due to an un- 
familiarity with traffic schedules.

U.S. Chamber Votes Against

Member organizations of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States the early part of 
June refused to approve the 
transportation committee’s pro- 
posal to support the Pettengill 
Bill for repeal of the long-and- 
short-haul clause of the fourth 
section of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act.

Passage of the Pettengill Bill, 
which has been approved by the 
House and is now before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, would enable rail- 
roads to charge more for a short 
haul than for a longer one over 
the same route and in the same 
direction.

N. Y. Warehouses Will Raise 
Storage and Labor Rates 


Due to increased labor costs 
as a result of the recent strike 
agreement with the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters and 
also to higher rentals, Social] 
Security payments, etc., both in- 
land and waterfront warehouse 
members of the Warehousemen’s 
Association of the Port of New 
York have agreed in body to in- 
crease storage and labor rates 
substantially. This group, though 
small in number, controls over 80 
per cent of the storage space in 
the Metropolitan area. 

Cold storage warehouse mem- 
bers of the Cold Storage Ware- 
housemen’s Assn. have worked 
out an agreement which has been 
submitted to the union that calls 
for a 44-hr. week, a straight 
salary of $35 per week, no vaca- 
tions but recognition of eight 
holidays, excluding Columbus 
and election days, and time and 
a half for overtime. The former 
wage scale average $23. 

The l-yr. agreement signed by 
the inland warehouses calls for 
a $33 weekly wage, as against a 
$23 average formerly, and an 
original demand of the union for 
$36. A 44-hr. week and time and 
a half for overtime, double pay 
for holidays and Sundays, and 
vacations with more than a year 
of service were granted. The 
employees on strike were also 
granted back pay as of June 1. 


The waterfront warehouses 
were confronted with an 80-cent 
per hour demand but settled for 
75 cents with 5 cents additional 








for checkers, hoist operators, 
motormen and watchmen, and 10 
cents additional for men han- 
dling raw sugar, etc. The agree. 
ment is for 16 months and will 
terminate Sept. 30, 1938. The 
former wages ranged from 33 
to 67 cents per hour. 





Boston. A strike here of near- 
ly 1,000 employees of twenty-two 


warehouses and cold_ storage 
plants was settled on a $30 per 
week basis, a working week of 
45 hrs., no vacations and no ben- 
efits under a mutual benefit 
arrangement. The negotiations 


were with the Longshoremen’s 
Assn., representing the new Ma- 
rine Warehouse Employes Union, 
an affiliate of the American 
Federation of Labor. 





Increases for Norfolk 
Longshoremen 


Freight handlers employed by 
the Norfolk Tidewater Termi- 
nals, Lamberts Point Terminals 
and the American - Hampton 
Roads Line are receiving 40 cents 
per hour on a basic day of 9 hrs. 
and 60 cents per hour for over- 
time and holidays. The former 
pay for freight handlers was 30 
cents and 35 cents per hour. 
Checkers are getting a minimum 
wage of $25 per week with time 
and a half for overtime. When 
checkers receive as much as $135 
per month, no overtime wil! be 
charged. 


Denver Warehousemen 
Increase Wages and 
Shorten Work Day 


Under a contract granted or- 
ganized furniture movers, trans- 
fer and warehousemen of Den- 
ver, Colo., substantial wage in- 
creases, shorter working hours 
and higher overtime rates pre- 
vail. According to I. F. Rowan, 
secretary of the Colorado Trans- 
fer & Warehousemen’s Assn., 
Inc., signing of the contract fol- 
lowed several weeks of negotia- 
tion. 

The contract grants a 10-hr. 
day with overtime at one and 
one-third times the regular rate 
of pay after 60 hrs. in any one 
week. For holidays, the rate is 
one and one-half regular pay 
with the exception that one and 
one-third the regular pay shall 
apply on work performed for 
freight forwarding companies, 
and a further exception that no 
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overtime rates shall apply for 
Sunday or holiday work in de- 
livering of newspapers or films, 
unless the hours per week work- 
ed are in excess of 60, in which 
case the overtime rate of one and 
one-third will govern. 

Wages are as follows: check- 
ers, 60 cents per hour; ware- 
housemen under 1 yr., 50 cents 
per hour; warehousemen over 1 
yr., 55 cents; freight handlers 
and helpers, 52% cents; extra 
help, 45; van drivers of house- 
hold goods and furniture, 65 
cents: van driver helpers of 
household goods and furniture, 
60 cents; drivers, less than 1 ton, 
50 cents; drivers, 1 ton and up to 


2 tons, 55 cents; drivers, 2-ton 
and over including 5-ton, 60 
cents; drivers, over 5-ton when 


on special heavy-duty work, 65 
cents; packers foreman, 80 cents; 
packers, 65 cents. All men will 
be paid at the rate applying to 
the particular job on which they 
are employed. 

Wages for heavy workers and 
riggers are as follows: foreman, 
when crew consists of two men 
and foreman, 75 cents; foreman, 
when crew consists of more than 
two men and foreman, 90 cents; 
riggers, 75 cents; heavy work 
helpers, 65 cents; winch operator 
when actually operating winch 
on job, 75 cents; extra labor on 
heavy work, 50 cents. 


The contract continues until 
Dec. 31, 1938. 


Wage-Hour Bill Would Make 
Long-Distance Trucking 
Impossible, Says ATA 


Declaring before a joint Congres- 
sional committee that the Black- 
Connery Fair Labor Standards 
Bill is not designed to meet the 
requirements of transportation, J. 
Ninian Beall, speaking for the 
American Trucking Association, 
Inc., asked that Congress exempt 
motor earriers from the proposed 
legislation. 

In the event such exemption is 
not granted, Mr. Beall urged the 
inclusion of an amendment which 
virtually would leave the final 
prescription of hours for the truck- 
ing industry within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

In a prepared statement, the 
ATA spokesman outlined briefly 
some of the problems of the indus- 
try, pointing out that wages and 
hours were so closely related to 
rates that divided jurisdiction over 
these factors of cost would result 
i conflicts which would “make 


interstate transportation practical- 
ly impossible.” 

It was also pointed out that an 
increase of 40 per cent in wages 
in the pig-iron industry would re- 
sult in an increase of only 2 per 
cent in the total cost, but a 40 
per cent increase in the trucking 
industry would result in an in- 
crease of 16 per cent in operating 
costs. 


Sugar Rates Upward 


Withdrawing from their in- 
sistence that any nationwide re- 
vision of sugar freight rates 
based on carloadings of 80,000 
Ibs. must include putting New 
Orleans-Chicago on New York- 
Chicago basis rather than on a 
Baltimore - Chicago basis, the 
traffic executives committee of 
the eastern trunk lines at their 
meeting in Chicago the middle of 
June agreed to enter into the 
program for advancing of sugar 
freight rates, details of which 
were covered on page 40 of the 
April issue of DandW. 

All of the railroad groups (ex- 
cepting the eastern trunk lines), 
and various all-water transporta- 
tion interests reached an agree- 
ment to increase all-rail rates to 
destinations where 80,000-lb. car- 
load rates apply by 6 cents per 
100 lbs. The all-water rates were 
to be advanced 7 cents per 100 
lbs. and the barge rail rates 61% 
cents. The eastern trunk lines 
withheld from the higher rate 
agreement claiming that rela- 
tionship of sugar rates from the 
eastern origins as compared with 
those from New Orleans should 
be adjuged at the same time. 
Rates from New Orleans are on 
the Baltimore basis and differ- 
entially below New York basis. 
The eastern lines maintained 
that the relationship of rates 
from New Orleans should be ad- 
justed to the New York basis. 
This demand was later dropped. 

The sugar rates on 80,000-lb. 
carloading will be advanced 6 
cents on all-rail movement while 
on 60,000-lb. carloads the all- 
rail rates will be advanced 3 
cents. 

It is understood that the Fed- 
eral Barge Lines have agreed to 
advance rates on sugar 7 cents 
per 100 lbs. to river points in- 
cluding Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Kansas City and Mississippi 
River ports. 

To Chicago, Peoria, Cincin- 
nati, Louisville, Kansas City 
Burlington, Rock Island and Du-

Bayonne Pier Plan Gains 
Financial Aid 

The Public Works Administra- 
tion has advanced $1,000,000 to 
Bayonne, N. J., to start work on 
the $4,250,000 New York Bay 
port terminal development. This 
is to be constructed on a one- 
third grant, two-third loan agree- 
ment. The government pur- 
chased general obligation bonds, 
despite two pending legal actions 
aimed at the project. 

It was believed the project 
would be delayed at least until 
the Fall, when the present suits 
would be decided.

Purpose of Order 


The purpose of the ICC order 
is to correct the so-called unjust 
discrimination, undue prejudice 
and other violations of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act as a result 
of complaints of private ware- 
houses and an ensuing investiga- 
tion by the ICC which culmi- 
nated in the order after two 
extensive hearings. 

The order requires that the 
seven carriers cease and desist 
from storing, handling, and in- 
suring goods, shipped over their 
lines, at below-cost rates. The 
order also requires that the rail- 
roads shall cease and desist from 
leasing space and providing stor- 
age space to shippers over their 
lines at non-compensatory rates 
and charges. 

The order further requires 
that the Central Railroad Co. of 
New Jersey, a plaintiff in the 
case, shall cease and desist from 
subsidizing and granting conces- 
sions to the Newark Central 
Warehouse Co. by means of non- 

compensatory rental. 

As issued, the order also re- 
quired the Erie Railroad Co., 
another plaintiff, to discontinue

concessions to the Seahoard Ter- 
minal & Refrigeration Co. by 
means of excessive rentals paid 
for space leased from that com- 
pany. Upon complaint of the 
Seaboard Terminal & Refrigera- 
tion Co. that it had not been 
granted a hearing, the Commis- 
sion, vacated and set aside this 
part of the order and set it for 
further hearing. 

In the supplemental brief, J. 
Stanley Payne, Assistant Chief 
Counsel for the ICC, reaffirms 
the contentions contained in its 
order of Feb. 2 to the effect that 
the actions of the rail carriers 
were in violation of Sections 2 
and 3, as well as Section 6. 

Violations of Sections 2, 3 and 
6, in somewhat similar terms, 
but under varying facts and cir- 
cumstances, were found as to 
each of the railroads. The find- 
ings as to the Baltimore & Ohio, 
for example, are as follows: 


B. & O. Findings 


“We find that by assuming a 
part of the costs of conducting 
the commercial operations of cer- 
tain shippers in interstate com- 
merce, and by providing storage 
and warehouse space at non-com- 
pensatory rates and charges for 
said shippers, the Baltimore & 
Ohio reduces below the published 
tariff rates the transportation 
charges paid by said shippers, 
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and grants concessions to said 
shippers to the extent of the dif- 
ference between the cost to said 
railroad of providing said stor- 
age and space and the amount 
which it receives therefor. 

“We further find that by as- 
suming a part of such costs and 
by granting such concession the 
Baltimore & Ohio is guilty of 
unjust discrimination, in viola- 
tion of Section 2 of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, makes and 


gives undue and unreasonable 
preferences and advantages in 
violation of section 3 of said act, 
and departs from its published 
tariff rates, in violation of sec- 
tion 6 of said act.” 

In other arguments, the Com- 
mission continues to maintain 
that the trunk line carriers’ 
rates and rents for warehouse 
service and space were “both be- 
low cost and below the prevailing 
rates and rents in the New York 
district.” 

The brief states: 

“Plaintiffs argue, in support 
of their position upon what they 
say is the controlling issue in 
this case, that the only finding 
made by the Commission is that 
they make leases and render ser- 
vices for shippers at less than 
cost and that thereby they are 
guilty of making concessions 
from their tariffs in favor of 
such shippers, in violation of 
Section 6; that such an abbrevi- 
ated finding insufficient 
cause, even if leases are made 
and services are rendered at less 
than cost, a below-cost lease or 
service cannot legally be a con- 

cession unless it is also found to 
be below the reasonable worth of 
the lease or service, which in this 
case would be measured by the 
“generally prevailing rents and 
charges in the New York mar- 
ket”; that the Commission did 
not find that the rentals or 
charges collected by plaintiffs are 
less than the space or services in 
question are reasonably worth, 
or that such rentals or charges 
are less than those “generally 
prevailing in the New York Dis- 
trict market for comparable 
space and services,” and that

The position of trucking and 
warehousing industries with re- 
spect to the President’s program 
for new labor legislation will not 
be clarified until Congress acts 
on the Connery bill, drafted for 
the purpose of placing the White 
House demands in_ statutory 
form. 

Examination of the 40-page 
document prepared by Represen- 
tative William P. Connery to 
give legal force to the Presi- 
dent’s social and economic views 
touching the fields of child la- 
bor, maximum hours, and mini- 
mum wages, throws little light 
upon the subject. 

And Connery’s own statement 
to Distribution and Warehousing 
that trucking is exempt from 
the terms of the proposed bill, 
seems not wholly supported by 
the language of the draft as it 
went to committee. 


Purposes of Bill 


For a clear understanding of 
the proposed legislation, it is 
essential that it be borne in 
mind that the program is predi- 
cated wholly upon the power of 
Congress to legislate in the field 
of interstate commerce. The 
weapon to be employed in en- 
forcing compliance with labor 
conditions later to be set up by 
a five-man board, is a barrier 
against shipment in interstate 
commerce, of goods “produced” 
under proscribed labor practices. 
Representative Connery outlines 
the purposes in the following 
language: 

“Briefly stated without regard 
to qualifying detail, the bill pro- 
poses to bar from the channels 
of interstate commerce the prod- 
ucts of child labor and of work- 
ers employed for unduly low 
wages, unduly long hours, or 
under conditions which violate 
the rights of labor by the use 
of strike-breakers or spies. The 
bill further authorizes adminis- 
trative action to require the 
elimination of substandard wages 
and hours, child labor, and other 
oppressive labor practices which 
place goods produced under fair 
labor conditions at a competi- 
tive disadvantage in interstate

markets, or which lead to labor 
disputes that burden interstate 
commerce or disrupt the orderly 
and fair marketing of goods in 
interstate markets.” 

While it is considered likely 
that Congress may exempt inter- 
state trucking from the terms 
of the bill, due to the fact that 
federal regulation under the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
is now an accomplished fact, the 
language of the Connery bill 
seems definitely to include that 
function. 

Barring from interstate com- 
merce, goods which have been 
produced under substandard la- 
bor conditions, the measure de- 
fines the term “produced” as 
follows: 

“*Produced’ means produced, 
manufactured, mined, handled, 
or in any other manner worked 
on; and for the purposes of this 
Act an employee shall be deemed 
to have been engaged in the 
production of goods if such em- 
ployee was employed in produc- 
ing, manufacturing, mining, han- 
dling, transporting, or in any 
cther manner working on such 
goods, or in the making of tools 
and dies used in the production 
of such goods.” 


Interplant Movement 


It is conceivable, but by no 
means assured by the terms of 
the present draft, that the 
“transporting” above referred 
to is intended to relate to inter- 
plant movements carried on by 
employees of the producer; that 
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Connery -Black 


it is not calculated to embrace 
the activities of common carrier 
service after the goods have left 
the custody of the maker. If 
that be true, the wisdom of clar- 
ifying language is evident. 

Representative Connery ex- 
pressed a ‘“curbstone opinion” 
that the section captioned “‘Com- 
mon Carriers Not Liable” was, 
in effect, a complete exemption 
of trucking. That paragraph, 
known as Section 24 in the bill, 
reads as follows: 

“No provision of this Act 
shall impose any liability or pen- 
alty upon any common carrier 
for the transportation in inter- 
state commerce in the regular 
course of its business of any 
goods not produced by such com- 
mon carrier, and no provision of 
this Act shall excuse any com- 
mon carrier from its obligations 
to accept any goods for trans- 
portation.” 


Penalty Exemption 


Transportation experts and 
attorneys here were in agree- 
ment, however, that this exemp- 
tion covers only the matter of 
penalties for carrying the prod- 
ucts of others, when such prod- 
ucts resulted from substandard 
labor. It does not, they further 
agreed, exempt a trucker in his 
capacity as an employer of labor. 
This contention is supported fur- 
ther by the fact that the section 
quoted appears in the portion of 
the bill dealing with penalties, 
rather than in the part which 
defines the law and establishes 
the scope of its application. 

Representative Connery’s opin- 
ion that warehousing is subject 
to the law is predicated upon the 
fact that storage is frequently 
an incident of interstate trans- 
portation. That, however, would 
be true only of in-transit stor- 
age. In the Schechter case, all 
nine justices were agreed that 
the power of the federal govern- 
ment to legislate is spent when 
goods “come to rest.” In that 
case chickens which had moved 
in interstate commerce, but had 
reached their destination, were 
concerned; but the analogy would 
hold, it seems evident, if any

Validity of State and 


City Tax Law 
rTP HE law is well settled that a 

- state or municipality may by 
appropriate legislation require 
payment of taxes from a company 
engaged in both intrastate and in- 
terstate commerce. However, in 
order that the tax law shall be 
valid the state or city, attempting 
to collect the taxes, must prove (1) 
that the tax is imposed solely on 
account of the intrastate business; 
(2) that the amount exacted is not 
increased because of the interstate 
business done; (3) that a company 
engaged exclusively in interstate 
commerce would not be subject to 
payment of the tax, and that the 
company taxed could discontinue 
the intrastate business without 
withdrawing also from interstate 
business. See Sprout v. South Bend, 
277 U.S. 163; Postal v. Charleston, 
153 U. S. 692; Osborne v. Florida, 
164 U. S. 650; Kehrer v. Stewart, 
197 U. S. 60. Also, see Atlanta v. 
Southern, 190 S. E. 594, reported 
April 29, 1937, from Georgia.

Trucker Not Notified 


ARIOUS courts have held that 

any verdict is void which is 
rendered by a court, commission, or 
other public body, without giving 
the party of the suit due and 
proper notification of the intended 
trial or hearing. 

For example, in Smith v. State, 
103 S. W. (2d) 805, Texas, a Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission charged 
that in violation to its fixed rates, 
a motor truck operator who held a 
certificate to operate his trucks 
had “knowingly and unlawfully 
transported such commodities at 
lower rates than those fixed by the 
commission.” 

A detailed statement with ref- 
erence to the shipments involved 
showed their dates, shippers, con- 
signees, destination, bill numbers, 
articles, weights, rates actually 
charged, freight collected, the 
rates which the commission alleged

Contractor Defined 


In Negligence Cases 


tage an employer is not liable 
‘7 for negligent or injurious acts 
of an “independent” contractor or 
employee many business owners 
and corporation officials desire in- 
formation how to determine who 
is an independent contractor. 
Broadly speaking, an independent 
contractor is any employee (1) put 
to work without any definite con- 
tract; (2) he may haul with other 
truckers by the ton; (3) he has no 
particular job but hauls from 
where directed; (4) he can be dis- 
charged giving him the right to 
sue his employer, unless a contract 
exists by which the employee is em- 
ployed to haul a specified quantity 
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of merchandise at a stated price 
for a given period; (5) and more 
important the employer has no 
control over the employee or how 
he does the work, except that it 
must be done as prearranged or 
predetermined. 

For illustration, in Coom/es y, 
Letcher, 66 Pac. (2d) 769, Mon- 
tana, reported May, 1937, it was 
shown that a truck owner was em- 
ployed to transport merchandise 
for a corporation. The truck owner 
was employed generally to haul but 
not employed to haul any partic- 
ular merchandise or any specific 
amount, and could be discharged at 
any time and, on his part, could 
quit hauling any time he chose. He 
furnished his own truck, gasoline, 
and other supplies, hired his own 
help, and loaded the merchandise 
in cars at the railway points 
named, and there his duties to his 
employer ended. 

The truck owner negligently col- 
lided with another vehicle seriously 
injuring the occupant who sued 
the corporation employer of the 
truck owner. However, the higher 
court decided that the truck owner 
was an independent contractor and, 
therefore, held the corporation not 
liable saying: 

“After a careful consideration 
of all the facts and circumstances, 
and a review of the many authori- 
ties, we are of the opinion that 
whether Letcher (truck owner) 
was an employee of the corporation 
or an independent contractor ... 
is immaterial in this controversy. 
We call attention to the conditions 
of his employment.” 


State Penalties Nullified 
by Local Ordinances 


ANY motor vehicle driver who 

kills a person while violating 4 
state law is criminally liable. 
However, the same rule is not ap- 
plicable with respect to city 
ordinances and Public Service Com- 
mission’s regulations. In fact, vio- 
lation of a Public Service Commis- 
sion’s regulation may not result in 
liability. 
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For illustration, in Matz v. J. 
L. Curtis Cartage Company, 7 N. 
E. (2d) 220, an Ohio state law was 
adjudicated which provides : 

“The Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of the state of Ohio is hereby 
vested with power and authority 
to supervise and regulate each such 
motor transportation company in 
this state; * * * to regulate the 
service and safety of operation of 
each such motor transportation 
company; to prescribe safety reg- 
ulations, and designate stops for 
service and safety on established 

routes. * * *” 

In view of this state law the 

Public Service Commission estab- 

lished a regulation that required 
every owner of a motor truck to be 

provided with two red flags and 
two red fusees or red flashlights for 
use in emergency stops. Also, 
drivers who stop their trucks on 
the highways at night-time are re- 
quired to place a red fusee or red 
flashlight at the rear of the truck. 

A motor truck was parked at 
night-time on a highway without 
red fusees, flares, or other !ights 
at its rear end. A driver of another 
vehicle was killed when he collided 
with the truck. Suit was filed 
against the motor truck owner for 
damages. It was contended that 
failure of the driver to post a red 
fusee or light in accordance to the 
regulations of the Public Service 
Commission, resulted in the motor 
truck owner being liable without 
any proof or testimony whether or 
not the driver’s own negligence 
caused the accident. 

Although the lower court held 
the truck owner liable, the higher 
court reversed the verdict saying: 

“It does not follow that a vio- 
lation of the regulation constitutes 
negligence per se. The reg- 
ulation as to fusees or flares was, 
however, admissible in evidence as 
bearing on the question of negli- 
gence in the sense of want of ordi- 
nary care.” 

° ° ° 
Bailee Status in Cases 
Of Property Possession 
EGALLY a bailee is a ware- 
houseman, transportation com- 
pany, or any other who has pos- 
session of another’s chattels. A 
bailor is the owner of these chat- 
tels. 

Frequently bailees and the own- 
ers of goods have disagreements 
and controversies, and the bailor 
may demand possession of _ his 
property. Under certain circum- 
Stances the bailee may refuse to 
give up possession of the goods 
until all charges due are fully paid. 
Under other circumstances, irre- 
spective of the charges due, the 
bailee is legally bound to give up 
Possession of the goods to the 
bailor and, if any charges are un- 
paid, the bailee must resort to a 


suit against the bailor to recover 
the money claimed to be owned by 
the bailee. 

However, if the bailee refuses 
to permit the bailor to possess the 
goods, then the latter may file a 
replevin and damage suit against 
the bailee to gain possession of his 
chattels, and if the testimony in- 
dicates that the bailee wrongfully 
withheld the goods from the bailor, 
the court may award the bailor 
damages equal to the losses, incon- 
venience and expenses resulting 
from the bailee’s wrongful act of 
refusing to give up possession of 
the goods. Very often the damage 
allowance is quite large. 


Law of Replevin and Liens 


Generally speaking, where a 
bailor files a replevin suit, he must 
prove that (1) he owns the goods; 
(2) that he has a legal right to 
possess them; and (3) that the 
party who holds the goods has no 
lien on them, otherwise the court 
will not return a verdict in favor 
of the party who files the suit. In 
other words, in an action of replev- 
in the party who filed the suit 
must establish either a general or 
special property right in the goods 
replevied, and his right to posses- 
sion, which right must be exclusive 
and unrestricted. 

Frequently, warehousemen ob- 
tain possession of goods, merchan- 
dise or equipment under a contract 
by the terms of which the ware- 
houseman agrees to perform a 
service on such merchandise. For 
example, when a warehouseman 
loads household or other merchan- 
dise in his motor truck for trans- 
portation he obtains possession of 
the goods under an implied con- 
tract to perform the service of 
transporting the goods. Whether an 
expressed or implied contract 
exists, between the warehouseman 
and the owner of the goods, is im- 
material. The law is well estab- 
listed that a contract providing for 
the delivery of materials by the 
owner to a warehouseman for the 
performance of specified services 
does not, as against the owner, vest 
any property, special or general, in 
the warehouseman, nor does such 
contract confer upon the ware- 
houseman a right to retain posses- 
sion of the goods until perform- 
ance of the contract has been com- 
pleted or the contract has been 
breached or canceled. This law is 
applicable, of course, only when 
the owner pays for the services 
rendered and the warehouseman 
has no lien on the goods. If the 
warehouseman has no lien on the 
goods for special services, he is 
bound to deliver such goods to the 
owner, upon demand, and he cannot 
hold them to secure payment of the 
services rendered. 

For illustration, in Blossom 
Products v. National, 191 Atl. 41, 
reported May, 1937, from Pennsyl- 
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vania, it was disclosed that a 
bailor delivered goods to a bailee 
under a contract containing no 
specified period during which the 
bailee was to retain possession of 
the goods. However, the contract 
provided that the bailee agreed to 
perform certain and well defined 
services with respect to the mer- 
chandise. The bailee had no lien 
for these services. 

After a portion of the services 
had been performed, the bailor de- 
manded possession of his mer- 
chandise. The bailee refused the 
demand and the bailor filed a re- 
plevin suit. The bailee argued that 
the bailor had no right to take 
possession of the goods because the 
bailor had agreed to permit him to 
perform certain services, and he 
had not received payment for the 
services rendered. However, the 
higher court held the bailor en- 
titled to immediate possession of 
the merchandise, and _ indicated 
that if the bailor was entitled to 
compensation for the services ren- 
dered, or damages resulting from 
breach of the contract, he should 
file a separate suit. This court 
said: 

“In the case at bar, the contract 
does not constitute a lease of the 
goods. They were placed in appel- 
lant’s (bailor’s) possession solely 
to permit performance of the con- 
tract. At any time appellee (bailee) 
had the right to take back the ma- 
terial. Under the evidence, appel- 
lant had no property in the goods 
whatsoever which would justify its 
retention of possession against ap- 
pellee’s will... . / Any question con- 
cerning breach of the agreement 
was foreign to the issue of title 
and right of possession and imma- 
terial.” 


Bailment Lease 


On the other hand, let us con- 
sider another legal _ situation, 
which relates to a bailment lease. 
The owner of goods may either 
intentionally or unintentionally 
enter into a bailment lease with a 
warehouseman, or other bailee. It 
may be accomplished when, for in- 
stance, the owner of goods delivers 
them to a warehouseman under a 
written or verbal contract by 
which the warehouseman agrees to 
perform some special services with 
respect to the merchandise, and 
under the law he has a lien on the 
goods to secure payment for his 
services, and the owner agrees that 
the warehouseman shall have pos- 
session of the goods for a stated 
period of time. For illustration, if 
the owner of goods enters into a 
contract with a warehouseman by 
the terms of which the owner 
agrees to store the goods at a 
stipulated monthly rate for 1 year, 
or other definite period, this is a 
bailment lease. 

Where there is a bailment lease 
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the rule is well established that the 
owner has no right to exclusive 
possession against the warehouse- 
man unless the warehouseman has 
breached the contract. Therefore, 
in a suit by the owner to recover 
possession of the goods, the owner 
must show a right of possession 
through breach by the warehouse- 
man, or lawful cancelation of the 
contract in some other manner. 
Obviously, if the warehouseman 
breaches a bailment lease contract, 
he may have no lien on the goods 
for the services rendered because 
the amount of damages due the 
owner, as a result of the ware- 
houseman breaching the contract, 
may be greater than the value of 
the services rendered by the ware- 
houseman. 

On the other hand, assume that 
the owner of goods stores them 
with a warehouseman who agrees 
to thoroughly clean the goods and 
then store them in a private com- 
partment for 1 year for $150. If 
the warehouseman fails to clean 
the goods, or neglects to store them 
in a_ private compartment he 
breaches the bailment lease con- 
tract whereby he is liable in dam- 
ages to the owner for any loss re- 
sulting. 

Moreover, the owner of the goods 
may demand immediate possession 
of the goods. If the goods are de- 
stroyed by fire, the warehouseman 
is liable to the owner for the full 
and complete value of the goods, 
because he did not store them in 
the agreed private compartment. 
This is true although the fire did 
not result from negligence on the 
part of the warehouseman, or his 
employes. The same rule is appli- 
cable if the goods are stolen. 

In other words, a warehouseman 
automatically becomes an insurer, 
according to many higher court de- 
cisions, the instant he breaches 
either an ordinary storage con- 
tract, or a bailment lease contract, 
by his failure or neglect to store 
the goods in the location, building, 
or place agreed upon when the 
contract was made. 


Officer Stores Attached Goods 


Of course, the laws of each state 
determine whether, under different 
conditions, a warehouseman has a 
valid lien on stored goods. For in- 
stance, in almost all states laws 
are effective which give warehouse- 
men liens on goods attached by 
an officer of law who, to safeguard 
the goods, places them in storage. 

Generally speaking, it is believed 
that laws of this nature give 
warehousemen liens only when 
the attached goods belong to the 
debt, and not otherwise. However, 
a recent higher court changed this 
usual interpretation of the law. 

In Treasurer General v. Tre- 
mont Storage Warehouse, 6 N. E. 
(2d) 838, it was shown that a 
Massachusetts law provides in sub- 





stance that if an officer of the law 
serves a writ of execution or at- 
tachment to obtain possession of 
chattels and the owner of these 
chattels cannot be located the offi- 
cer may place the chattels in stor- 
age and the warehouseman has a 
lien on the goods to secure pay- 
ment of all of his charges. 

A man named Loy delivered to 
a friend, named Harrington, cer- 
tain goods which the latter agreed 
to care for w.thout charge. Later 
a suit was filed against Harring- 
ton for money that he owed. Har- 
rington’s and, also, Loy’s chattels 
were attached and ordered by the 
officer of the law to be removed to 
a warehouse for storage. 

When Loy learned that his goods 
were in the warehouse he de- 
manded the warehouseman to re- 
turn them to him, but he did not 
offer to pay the warehouseman the 
storage, transportation, and other 
charges due. The warehouseman 
refused delivery and Loy filed suit 
contending that since he owed no 
money to any one neither the offi- 
cer, Harrington’s creditor, nor the 
warehouseman had any right to 
possess his goods and, therefore, 


he was entitled to regain posses- 
sion of his goods without paying 


any charges to the warehouseman. 

However, it is interesting to 
know that the higher court held 
that before Loy could obtain pos- 
session of his goods he must pay 
the warehouseman’s charges. This 
court said: 

“To maintain this action, or an 
action of conversion, against the 
warehouseman it was necessary for 
the plaintiff (Loy) to prove a 
tender of the amount of the ware- 
house charges. .. . Here Loy failed 
to make a tender of reasonable 
charges for storage when the de- 
mand for release of the articles 
was made or at any later time, 
and there is no evidence to war- 
rant that he was then, or at any 
time, ready, willing and able to 
do so.”

Raising Rates on 


Goods in Storage 
EGAL EDITOR, Distribution 
4 and Warehousing: Suppose we 

accept goods for storage and issue 

a receipt to the owner. Are we 

bound to continue to hold the goods 

in storage at the original rate 
agreed upon, or may we increase 
the rate?—American. 

Answer: If the Court will in- 
terpret the contract to mean that 
you agreed to hold the goods as 
long as the owner desired to leave 
them in your warehouse, and at 
the rate specified, then there is a 
valid contract to this effect. How- 
ever, assume that a patron comes 
to your warehouse ani you agree 
to accept the goods for storage on 


that he would write a letter of appreciation for the service that D and W had rendered 
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a monthly basis. At end of each 
month you have the legal right 
either to demand that the owner 
removes the goods from storage 
within a reasonable period or to 
demand an increased rate of stor. 
age. If the owner refuses to pay 
the higher rate, you may demand 
he remove the goods. If he refuses, 
you may continue to keep the mer. 
chandise, but at any time you may 
sue and recover the _ increased 
rates from the beginning of the 
following month after you gave 
him the notification. 

For the foregoing reasons, the 
outcome of your legal difficulty de- 
pends on the legal construction of 
the receipt issued, unless of course 


there may exist a statute which 
controls the situation. It is advis- 
able you consult a local lawyer 


who is familiar with law relating 
to warehousemen.

Selling Goods 
for Charges 


geen EDITOR, Distribution 
4 and Warehousing: We have 
a patron who has failed to pay 
storage and has offered to conm- 


promise the bill, but we refused. 
He said he cannot sell the goods 
to recover our charges due, be- 
cause he will not accept any regis- 
tered letters we send to him. We 
did send one but he refused to take 
it and it was returned to us marked 
“Refused by addressee.” Can we 
sell his goods, and how? — Sofia 
Brothers. 

Answer: Advertise the goods, 
and the intended sale, strictly in 
accordance with the laws of your 
State, and send the registered noti- 
fication. The fact that the owner 
refuses to take delivery of regis- 
tered mail will not prevent you 
from making legal sale of goods. 
In fact a recent case is on record 
in which the higher Court held that 
although the owner of the goods 
had moved and did not receive the 
registered letter, this testimony 
will not result in the warehouse- 
man being liable for conversion if 
he followed the law in other re- 
spects. 

Obtain the services of a reliable 
lawyer who is familiar with ware- 
houseman’s law; he will inform 
you as to the important and neces- 
sary methods of advertising the 
goods, notifying the owner. ete. 
You must properly and strictly ad- 
vertise and sell the goods or you 
will be liable for conversion. In 
other words, strictly conform with 
the laws of your State, and only a 
lawyer in your State who has had 
experience with warehousemen’s 
law can impart this information to 
you in a manner that will be satis- 
factory both as to the dependabil- 
ity of the information and the cost 
of the services.

Utah “Use Tax” Does Not 
Affect Warehouse Stocks 


Y ALT LAKE CITY.—A news story on page 48 of 

the May issue of DandW implied that there was 

some doubt regarding the effect of Utah’s Senate Bill 
185, which is known as “Use Tax Act of 1937.” 

From the information set forth in that item 
there are apt to be some doubts raised, in the minds 
of our customers as well as our prospects, as to 
what this tax law really is and thus have the result 
of keeping storage business out of Utah. 

The law is plain in providing that this Act does 
not apply to merchandise as handled in public ware- 
house stocks at present. Section 4 of the Act spe- 
cifically exempts the following: 

“p 
which this State is prohibited from taxine under 


perty, the storage, use, or other consumption of 
the 


constitution or laws of the United States of America or 
of this State, property stored in the State of Utah for 
resale, consumption or use in some State other than the 
State of Utah.” 


“Property, the gross receipts from the sale, distribu- 
tion or use of which are now subject to a sale or excise 
tax under the laws of this State or of some other State 
of the United States.” 

All of the merchandise in warehouses at present ha: 
been, and of course continue to be, subject to our State 
sales tax which is collected by the retailer at point of 
purc! ase. 

As provided in Section 4 quoted, property stored in 
the State for reshipment to points without the State is 
of course considered in interstate commerce and is not 
subject to this Act.—J. H. Cornwall, president Jennings- 
Cornwall Warehouse Co.

The Supreme Court has given a new definition 
of interstate commerce and it might well be that 
the courts would be disposed to look differently on 
the matter of state taxes on goods shipped into a 
state by a foreign corporation. I would be much 
interested in seeing such a case brought up. It 
seems to me that until we can have a clear judicial 
statement to the effect that goods stored in public 
warehouses are still in interstate commerce, that 
they have “not come to rest” that the matter will 
always be clouded. (Dr. John H. Frederick, Assist- 
ant Professor of Marketing, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Philadelphia.) 


All Western States Now 
Have Fair Trade Laws 


NOTICE that on page 104 of your April issue, men- 

tion is made of Fair Trade enactments in various 
states. If this information is helpful it can be aug- 
mented as follows: 

All Western states now heve Fair Trade legislation, 
and in our vicinity these are: Oregon, Washington, Ari- 
zona, Wyoming, enacted before this year, and Idaho, 
Montana, Utah, and Nevada, enacted this year. 

New Mexico and Colorado also have such laws in ef- 
fect, and in fact there are only one or two states West 
of the Mississippi River that do not have such laws. At 
present, thirty-five of the states in the Union have Fair 
Trade laws, and three other states have passed such 
laws ewaiting the signature of their respective gov- 
ernors.

No Letdown This Year 





ELL-FILLED order books will keep the 
country’s mills and plants operating at high 
rate of activity throughout the balance of the year, 
so business need have no fear of a serious let-down 
within the industrial structure, according io the 
general opinion of the foremost buying experts. The 
optimism for the future is based largely on the 
fact that a definite stop to the bullish rush in busi- 
ness was now occurring. This trend is hailed as a 
good sign, as the dissipation of an “unhealthy boom 
situation” at this time is making for a more orderly 
state of industrial affairs. This condition, it was 
predicated, will carry through several months to 
come. 
Rate Increases August 1 
HE transcontinental railroads having orig- 
inally planned to make their increased west- 
bound rates on canned goods effective July | and 
the higher eastbound rates effective July 15, have 
now decided to defer publication of both westbound 
and eastbound rates so that they will become effec- 


tive Aug. 1. 

Higher transcontinental rates on drugs and re- 
lated articles are also to be held up until Aug. 1. 
In view of the fact that rates on some of these 
commodities are now published to expire June 30, 
the rail carriers are arranging for their extension 
to July 31. 

Rates on canned goods will be increased by 5 
cents per 100 pounds from all origin points except 
the Atlantic seaboard. This increase blends the 
former emergency surcharge into the base rate. A 
similar increase on canned goods from the Pacific 
coast to all destinations except group A has also 
been approved. 

This delay to Aug. 1 means that all related rail- 
ocean and rail-barge-ocean rate increases through 
the gulf ports are to be similarly held up.

other commodity were concerned 
and the stoppage was for storage 
preparatory to distribution with- 
in a state. 

In-transit storage seems clear- 
ly covered by mention of the 
term “handling” in the definition 
of what constitutes “produced.” 

It is agreed, however, that 
the applicability of the law to 
storage is debatable, in view of 
President Roosevelt’s tacit ex- 
emption of “service trades.” 
Warehousing is defined for Cen- 
sus Bureau purposes as a “ser- 
vice trade.” 

In his message to Congress 
asking for this legislation, the 
President commented: 

“Although a goodly portion of 
the goods of American industry 
move in interstate commerce and 
will be covered by the legislation 
which we recommend, there are 
many purely local pursuits and 
services which no federal legisla- 
tion can effectively cover.” 

It is significant also that Rep- 
resentative Connery, in response 
to an inquiry, stated newspaper 
carriers would not be subject to 
the child labor provision for the 
reason that “they are engaged 
in a service trade.” 

The congressman’s'- view 
with reference to the position 
occupied by warehousemen in 
the scheme of interstate com- 
merce has some support in a 
recently decided case that went 
to the United States Supreme 
Court. The Virginian Railway 
case concerned, among other em- 
ployees, some railroad workers 
engaged in repair and mainte- 
nance of rolling stock. While 
they did not move with the 
equipment over a state line, the 
court ruled that any stoppage 
of their work would impede the 
movement of interstate com- 
merce, and that they, therefore, 
are covered in the Wagner labor 
relations act. 

Representative Connery is of 
the opinion that a strike of 
warehouse employees might in- 
terfere with such movements and 
thereby “burden interstate com- 
merce,” 

Debate on the bill, which is 
not expected to be concluded for 
at least one month, is expected 
to center largely upon the ques- 
tion of what trades are covered 


by its regulations and what 
should be the maximum number 
of hours per week and the mini- 
mum pay. None of these sub- 
jects were treated in detail in 
the President’s message, but a 
40-hour week and a minimum of 
40 cents an hour seem favored. 

Frances Perkins, Secretary of 
Labor, touched on the subject of 
state to state movements when 
she appeared before the commit- 
tee as a witness for the propo- 
nents. 

“The problem of wage differ- 
entials,”’ she reminded, “is one 
of the most difficult questions 
demanding consideration by the 
congress in the enactment of 
legislation of this character. On 
the one hand, it is necessary to 
avoid the establishment of such 
rigid standards that the indus- 
trial possibilities of certain un- 
developed areas will be perma- 
nently frustrated, and yet at the 
same time it is necessary to 
avoid any mandatory differen- 
tials which would impose a hard- 
ship upon the industrial popula- 
tion of our great cities by 
encouraging industries to mi- 
grate to low-wage areas. 

“Tt is very important that no 
differential be set which would 
give a competitive advantage of 
industries in one section of the 
country selling into the same 
market as industries with high 
labor standards. The delicate 
task of preserving the proper 
economic balance between town 
and country should be performed 
administratively, I believe, 
rather than by the placing of 


specific figures despecting dif- 
ferentials in the bill. 
“In my opinion, Section 12 


(5) of the present draft of the 
bill provides the proper solution 
by permitting the board to take 
into account occupational differ- 
ences according to localities and 
the population of the community 
in which such employment oc- 
curs, but the factors which I 
have mentioned should also be 
enumerated as guides for the 
action of the board.”

The 
promotors in turn deeded the 
property to the city. The gov- 
ernment terms require that the 
city have a clear title to all 
property. 

The other court action is now 
pending before the United States 
District Court, District of Col- 
umbia, where three Bayonne tax- 
payers are seeking an injunction 
to prevent the PWA from releas- 
ing funds for the property on the 
ground that the terminal plan is 
a private undertaking. A tempo- 
rary restraint was denied by the 
court last April. 

Under terms of an agreement, 
Central District, Inc., becomes 
the city’s agent in construction 
of the port and has a lease on the 
project for 50 years, at a rental 
of $5,000 a year, until the devel- 
opment is completed. After com- 
pletion of the terminal, Central 
District is to pay annual rentals 
ranging from $297,586 the first 
year to $303,125 after the tenth 
year. 

The PWA appropriated $5,- 
252,000 for the Bayonne port 
terminal in September, 1935, bui 
the city experienced considerable 
difficulty in meeting all the 
terms, and the loan and grant 
for a time was suspended. After 
it was reinstated the sum was 
reduced to the present figure. 
Later a taxpayers’ suit resulted 
in the project being thrown out 
by the State Supreme Court and 
the plans were revised. A second 
suit in the same court failed, 
however, and this Spring the liti- 
gation was begun in the Federal! 
court. The construction contract 
has been awarded to Standard 
Dredging Company and J. Rich 
Steers for $3,280,000. 


Carriers Ordered to File 
Copies of Contracts 

Motor vehicle contract carriers 
must file with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on or before 
July 15, a true copy of each of 
their contracts for transportation, 
according to an order issued by 
the ICC. At the same time, the 
ICC rescinded the order of Divi- 
sion 5, issued Jan. 19, requiring 
that five classes of contract car- 
riers file, publish and keep open 
for public inspection copies of 
their contracts containing their 
charges. That order was stayed 
by Division 5 upon the receipt of 
protests from shippers and car- 
riers, and the matter, Ex Parte 
No. MC-Q9, was argued orally 
before the entire Commission. 



















I.C.C. Adopts Special 
Rules Under 1935 
Carrier Act 


HE interstate commerce 
commission has adopted spe- 
cial instructions governing pro- 
ceedings under the motor carrier 
act, 1935. An appendix also is 
issued covering a list of forms 
used in making application under 
the act for certificates, permits 
and licenses, for substitution of 
prospective purchaser, transfer 
of certificates and permits, deter- 
mination of status, authority to 
consolidate, merge and acquire 
control and to issue or assume 
obligation with respect to secur- 
ities (including the reporting of 
action taken pursuant to author- 
ity granted), and related forms. 
Special instructions governing 
proceedings under the act are 
listed as follows: 

1. Except as indicated in these 
instructions, proceedings under 
the motor carrier act, 1935, are 
governed by the applicable or 
analogous provisions of the com- 
mission’s rules of practice. 

2. When in the rules of prac- 
tices, reference is made to com- 
missioners or examiners, it will 
be understod that the reference 
also includes a special board com- 
posed of state representatives 
(herein called “joint boards’) to 
whom matters have been re- 
ferred pursuant to section 205 of 
the act for hearing. Those to 
whom matters are referred wil! 
be called referees. 


3. A referee may not grant 
leave to amend or file any plead- 
ings, or to intervene, in a re- 
ferred matter, upon application 
at the hearing, if thereby the is- 
sue would be unduly broadened, 
or if thereby the issue would be 
so narrowed as to make the re- 
ferred matter one which should 
properly be referred to a differ- 
ent referee. 

Formal complaints should be 
filed with the commission at 
Washington and should be ac- 
companied by a statement of the 
point at which hearing is de- 
sired. They should specifically

Informal complaints may be 
communicated to the commission 
at Washington at the nearest dis- 
trict office of the bureau of motor 
carriers of the commission. 


Protests againt applications 
under any provisions of the mo- 
tor carrier act, 1935, or any 
requirement established pursu- 
ant thereto, must conform to the 
requirements of rule XXI of the 
rules of practice. They must 
contain a concise statement of 
the interest of the protestant in 
the proceeding and the grounds 
upon which the protest is based. 


Warning on Accidents 


N a recent article entitled “Look 

Before You Crash.” vehicle owners 
are warned not to take things for 
granted when trouble occurs. For 
one thing, do not tell the owner of a 
car or truck which you have dam- 
aged to go ahead and have it fixed 
and that the insurance company will 
pay the bill. In most cases, the in- 
surance company will refuse to pay 
the claim. 

Instead of making a promise, the 
safe course is to tell the victim of 
the accident to contact your insur- 
ance company. 

The article also points out that un- 
der many insurance policies, where 
the insured is a violator of a traffic 
law, a provision relieves the insur- 
ance company from liability. Also, 
if a car is to be used for business 
purposes, it will not be protected for 
pleasure use, unless_ specifically 
provided for in the insurance policy. 

The foregoing is most important to 
business owners of trucks and esti- 
mating cars. A case of a truck owner 
who loaned his truck for the pur- 
pose of carrying a troup of Boy 
Scouts to a state fair was cited. 
There was an accident during the 
time the boys were in the truck and 
the insurance company held that 
since the truck was not being used 
for commercial purposes they were 
not liable. 

The necessity of immediately noti- 
fying the insurance company in 
case of an accident was also stress- 
ed in the article. An incident was 
mentioned in which the insured fail- 
ed to notify the insurance company 
of an accident because of the trivi- 
ality of the accident, but later, when 
suit was begun by the boy, who 
claimed he had been injured, the in- 
surance company was relieved of 
emy responsibility because of failure 
to notify promptly on the part of the 
insured.

High Truck Insurance Costs 
Blamed on I. C. C. Rule 


(Washington Correspondence) 
Insurance regulations drafted by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for motor trucking defeat 
their own purpose by making it 
impossible for carriers to obtain 
adequate protection on cargoes, 
American Trucking Associations 
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accused in a demand for liberaliza- 
tion. 

Unless modified, it is contended, 
the rules will have the result of 
sending uninsured shipments over 
the highways, creating a hazard- 
ous condition, and eventually rob- 
bing truckers of their rightful 
share of the nation’s tonnage. 

Target of the ATA attack is 
Rule 8 which prescribes that insur- 
ance must be written by a com- 
pany licensed to do business in 
every state through which the in- 
sured trucker operates. The asso- 
ciation demands this provision be 
amended to state license shall be 
required only in the state where 
the operator has his principal place 
of business. 

The truckers’ organization also 
made the sensational charge that 
insurance companies, few in num- 
ber, which meet the requirement 
of multi-state license, have been 
encouraged to take advantage of 
a monopoly of business placed in 
their hands, and are not slow to 
profit by this “grab.” 

I. C. C. was warned that en- 
forcement of its insurance regula- 
tions is impossible when violation 
becomes general, made so by the 
necessities of rules which do not 
permit of compliance. 

“The bulk of those who have ap- 
plied for certificates or permits be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission have every desire to 
comply with the motor carrier act,” 
the petitioning trade group as- 
sured. “‘Their desire has already 
been evidenced by the filing of an 
application, and it is believed that 
the great majority of those car- 
riers who are in non-compliance 
are innocently so—their non com- 
pliance being induced by impossi- 
bilty of compliance.” 

Not only those who have failed 
completely to meet the mandate of 
I. C. C. with relation to insurance 
will be found in violation, it was 
predicted, but also many who os- 
tensibly have complied. The in- 
surance coverage, upon examina- 
tion, may be found not in accord 
with Rule 8. 


Expressing agreement with the 
principle of cargo insurance and 
other forms of coverage embraced 
In the order, ATA delivered this 
parting shot: 


“The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, under the motor carrier 
act, has the right to make reason- 





able rules with respect to insur- 
ance. A rule, with respect to which 
compliance is impossible for many 
motor carriers, on the very fact 
of it is not a reasonable rule.” 
(James J. Butler.) 


Municipal Zone Orders 
Postponed Again 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has postponed until July 
1 the effective date of its orders 
establishing the commercial zones 
of Chicago, St. Louis, and New 
York. 

Originally effctive May 5, the 
ICC postponed the date until June 
5 at the request of various com- 
mercial groups in the three cities 
which wished to present petitions 
calling for reconsideration of the 
orders. 

This second postponement until 
July 1, it was stated, was made to 
allow the ICC time to consider the 
merits of the various protests re- 
ceived with regard to the order. 

Under the Motor Carrier Act, all 
truckmen, operating wholly within 
the commercial area of a municipal- 
ity are exempt from the provisions 
of the act with the exception of 
those governing safety and the 
hours of service of employees. 


N.J., N.Y. and Ohio Force 
Drivers to Show Trip Sheets 


New York, New Jersey and Ohio 
are forcing drivers of trucks enter- 
ing these states to fill in trip sheets 
showing the number of hours they 
have been on duty so that state of- 
ficials may check to learn that the 
state’s laws governing driver’s 
working hours are not being vio- 
lated. 

New York requires that drivers 
who have worked 10 consecutive 
hours, or an aggregate of 10 hrs. 
out of 14, must have 8 hrs. “off 
duty.” 

Ohio allows 14 consecutive hrs. 
of service, or 14 aggregate hrs. 
during a 24-hr. period, while New 
Jersey allows 12 hrs., or 12 in the 
aggregate during 16. 

All the states provide that the re- 
lief period must be spent off the 
vehicle, and must be 8 hrs. 

The “trip sheets” call for the fol- 
lowing information: owner’s and 
driver’s names and addresses; reg- 
istration number of the vehicles; 
origin and destination of the trip; 
where and when the driver last 
went off duty, began present duty

and entered either one of the three 
states; delays caused by accidents, 
acts of God or other unavoidable 
causes; and whether the driver 
operated outside of a 40-mile radius 
of where duty began. 


Registry at Oklahoma 
Ports of Entry 


In enforcement of provisions of 
the recently enacted Oklahoma 
public safety law, non-resident 
drivers of motor trucks will be re- 
quired to register at ports of entry 
and be given a 30-day permit. 

Residents of the state were 
given until July 1 to register and 
get driver’s licenses. Residents of 
cities which now have driver’s li- 
cense ordinances are given until 
Aug. 1 to register for a state li- 
cense. 


Permit Order Upheld in 
Missouri Decision 


Division No. 2 of the Missouri 
Supreme Court has upheld validity 
of the Missouri truck and bus law 
of 1931, which requires interstate 
operators to obtain permits from 
the Missouri public service com- 
mission and pay the required an- 
nual taxes. 

Meantime United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collet has 
issued a temporary restraining or- 
der, forbidding the Missouri pub- 
lie service commission from col- 
lecting fees for the regulating of 
interstate motor carriers. His or- 
der was issued in a suit filed by 
the Brashear Truck Lines, Inc. and 
other truck lines. The suit con- 
tends that since the passage of the 
Federal Motor Carrier Act of 1935, 
a state may charge only such fees 
as will reimburse it for highway 
expense. The case will finally be 
heard by a special court of three 
judges, it is stated.

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National Driver Licensing 
Proposed by I.C.C. 


(Washington Correspondence): 
A census of interstate truck driv- 
ers, including owner-operators, has 
been ordered by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the enu- 
meration to show employment as 
of July 1, 1937. 

Upon the information received, 
the Commission will arrive at a 
decision as to whether a national 
licensing system should be estab- 
lished, and what the requirements 
of such a program should be. 

The Commission has concluded 
that the present practice of requir- 
ing operators to report employ- 
ment of new drivers will serve no 
practical purpose until a licensing 
system is worked out. According- 
ly, such reports no longer will be 
required. 

As a substitute, I.C.C. has 
drafted a questionnaire which will 
be sent to all employers subject 
to the Motor Carrier Act. They 
will be required to report on or 
before Sept. 15, 1937, certain data 
relating to employment conditions 
as of July 1. 

Information required to be pre- 
sented includes: Name of driver, 
residence, name of employing car- 
rier, address, date of driver’s 
birth, sex, race, height, weight, 
color of hair and of eyes, year in 
which driver began operating mo- 
tor vehicles, types of cars he has 
driven, states in which he is li- 
censed to drive, type of licenses 
held by him, date of last medical 
examination in connection with 
employment as a driver. (James 
J. Butler) 


Cargo Insurance Allowances 
May Be Barred 


(Washington Correspondence): 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has under consideration an 
order barring allowances by truck- 
ers to shippers to cover cargo in- 
surance paid for by the latter. 

Examiner A. E. Later has rec- 
ommended that such an edict be 
handed down. He concludes such 
allowances penalize efficient oper- 
ators, and are in direct violation 
of ICC rules. 

In a report based upon exten- 
sive study of the subject, Later 
stated to his chiefs: 

“There is no legal obligation 
other than the statutory require- 
ments of section 215 of the act 
which requires motor common car- 
riers to provide cargo insurance 
for the protection of shippers. 
When such carriers file with the 
commission the required minimum 
insurance, they are not required 


further to indemnify the shippers 
by insurance.” 


3-Yr. Licenses for 
New York Drivers 


Governor Lehman has signed a 
bill amending the vehicle and traf- 
fic law requiring that drivers’ 
licenses be issued for a period of 
3 yrs., unless applicant requests 
that it be for 1 yr. 


South Carolina Vetoes 
Truck Weight Bill 


Governor Johnston of South 
Carolina vetoed a new motor ve- 
hicle size and weight law, recently 
passed by both houses of the legis- 
lature and designed to replace that 
state’s 20.000-lb. maximum weight 
law which was declared unconsti- 
tutional by a Federal three-judge 
court. 

In addition to restricting and 
limiting the use of highways and 
regulating traffic, the new bill pre- 
scribed uniform and safe driving 
practices and required compulsory 
accident reports. These safety 
rules were modeled after those 
promulgated by the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission for motor 
carriers under its jurisdiction. 

In vetoing the bill, however, 
Governor Johnston said that its 
ultimate effect would be “to im- 
pair rather than promote safety 
upon the highways of South Caro- 
lina.” It would permit, he added, 
“veritable trains upon the roads of 
South Carolina and require the or- 
dinary citizen, the driver of the 
model “T,” to carry five tires in 
meeting and dodging these large 
trains on our highways.” 

Beyond that the Governor gave 
no explanation of his action. 

South Carolina organized truck- 
men, who had been supporting the 
bill, which would have allowed sub- 
stantially the same _ sizes and 
weights as those permitted in 
Georgia and North Carolina, an- 
nounced that the bill “is not alto- 
gether lost yet.” 

Should the state legislature fail 
to override the governor’s veto, 
the truckmen plan to press the 
fight for a new weight law 
from another angle, authoritative 
sources disclosed. 


Bockstahler Keeshin 
President 

Walter Bockstahler has been 
elected president of the Keeshin 
Transcontinental Freight Lines, 
Inc., Chicago. John L. Keeshin, 
former president, has been elected 
chairman of the board. 

Bockstahler has been for a lit- 
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tle more than a year merchandise 
manager for the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. Prior to that he 
was affiliated with the Universa] 
Carloading Co. He was also as- 
sistant to Joseph B. Eastman 
when he was federal co-ordinator ' 
of transportation. He is also a 
former president of the New York 
Traffic Club and is now a director 
of the Associated Traffic Clubs. 
Maurice E. Sheehan, formerly 
comptroller of the Keeshin organ- 
ization, was elected vice-president 
and treasurer. He was formerly 
chief of the section of accounts of 
the bureau of motor carriers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Rail-Owned Truckers Are 
Held Contract Carriers 

In an opinion which strikes 
at the very roots of the Motor 
Carrier Act, Division 5, Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, by 
a vote of 2 to 1, has held that 
railroad-owned trucking com- 
panies are contract carriers sub- 
ject to the same Federal revula- 
tion as are independent motor 
lines. 

The opinion was handed down 
in a tentative decision in appli- 
cation MC-2744, Scott Brothers, 
Inc., subsidiary of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, to perform col- 
lection and delivery service for 
the Pennsylvania and Long Is- 
land Railroads in Jersey City, 
N. J., and certain sections of 
New York City. 

Because of the split decision 
and the fundamental nature of 
the questions involved, the divi- 
sion suggested the case be sub- 
mitted to the entire Commission 
for final determination. 


Connecticut Trucks 
Must Be Lower 


House Bill 1590, limiting the 
height of trucks operated on Con- 
necticut highways to 12 ft. 6 in, 
inclusive of load, has been enacted 
into law by the General Assembly. 

The measure requires a special 
permit from the highway commis- 
sioner for trucks exceeding the 
designated height, except for loads 
of hay or straw. A fine of $25 
is provided for violations. 


The new bill was adopted largely 
as a result of the celebrated 
“Darien underpass” controversy, 
and this underpass will now be 
graded to permit passage of trucks 
of the maximum legal height.

“The comimssion considers,” says the finding, “that 
weight and volume are the only definitely determinable 
elements of commodities shipped by motor truck which 
it appears to be necessary to consider in determining 
how much the truck will carry. 

“The weight characteristic limits the quantity of a 
commodity shipped in one truck load which, if the 
article is heavy, will be relatively small and may b 


smaller than the truck volume capacity. The othe! 
characteristic, volume, limits the quantity of a com 
modity shipped in one truck load which, if the artic! 


is light, will be relatively large and may be less than 
the truck weight capacity. The volume is generally de- 
termined as that of the article or container in which it 
is packed, but the theoretical loading volume obviously 
may be greater than this if the article or container 's 
of such shape as to restrict the number of pieces which 
can be loaded in a truck.” 

The commission declares that upon the final estab 
lishment of a uniform classification, there should be 
no departure from the weight and volume method, any 
necessary adjustments being obtained by applying 4 
percentage to the class rate or by supplemental charge. 
This, it urges, will make for the simplification of all 
rate making.

000, as against $184,000 for the year ended April 30, 
1936.

‘itted a young man in the organization, who had 
B ade a study of traffic activities, to take charge tem- 
e rarily of the company’s traffic, merely as an experi- 
vent. His first suggestion was that the design of a 
rge band saw and frame be changed. This saw, 
Bough not very heavy, was of a size and shape that 
could not be loaded into a box car, the door of the 
sr not being large enough to admit it. It therefore 
ai to travel on a flat car at a greatly increased 
nteand at a minimum weight greatly above its actual 
eight. The new design permitted its being loaded 
toa box car. On one shipment of these saws (forty 
number) the company saved more than $6,000. In 
other company, in Indiana, following newly adopted 
afic administration, the head of that department 
Janned a new idea of pooling 1. c. 1. shipments, and 
aved Iarge sums for his firm and for customers. 
Sill another company, this one in Ohio, through effi- 
sient traffic management has been able to reduce its 
reight item from 4 per cent of its gross sales to less 
an 2 per cent. A Wisconsin manufacturer during 
e first year after inaugurating a traffic department 
as saved $27,000. This was steadily increased to 
ach a sum close to $50,000. 

In using the term “traffic administration” here, a 
istinction is made between traffic management and 
traffic department with the responsibilities of the 
latter often shared by an assortment of foster parents. 
A traffic department is of course necessary, but the 
mphasis here is being placed on the advisability of 
intelligent management of that department, with the 
responsibility resting in one executive, trained and ex- 
merienced in the work. 























— — The yardstick to be used in measuring the need of 
centralized traffic administration is not merely the 
tapitalization of a concern, or the number of employees 
on the payroll, or even the number of shipments or 
the tonnage handled. Rather should the decision be 
made on the need of furthering efficiency within the 
organization by gathering together the various loose 
ends of traffic functions and placing them under the 
jurisdiction of one executive to be held responsible 
— flor their execution. 

There may be, however, a combination of various 
y|ftonditions that might influence the determination to 
form a traffic department,—the general nature of the 
business, as well as the nature of the tonnage and 
the general direction of the bulk of its flow, in-bound, 
ut-bound, or both. A coal mine, for example, has 
fomparatively little in-bound traffic while the out- 
ound is in trainloads. A shipyard, on the other hand, 
is concerned with in-bound traffic in the form of sup- 
ies and materials that enter into the construction 
bia vessel, which after leaving the ways will generally 
0 to its destination under its own power. The manu- 
acturing plant, unlike either of these, may be con- 
cerned with an in-bound traffic of raw materials and 
the out-bound traffic of finished products. 

The traffic manager, like the executive of any other 
dustrial department, should be chosen for his under- 
Sanding of the problems peculiar to his department 
end for his ability to work them out to a solution. 
The intricacies surrounding the moving of merchan- 
ise are so numerous and varied, so interspersed 
with legal technicalities and obligations that it de- 
mands a clear thinking person, one who is keen, tact- 
ful, and shrewd, to grasp and grapple with the vexing 
Problems that arise.

This traffic manager should not only have a thorough 
knowledge of transportation lines, their facilities, 
rates, routes, their schedules, and be familiar with 
important legal angles pertaining to transportation, 
but he must have a working knowledge of commercial 
geography and distribution in its varied ramifications, 
including warehousing. Should his firm’s product have 
a foreign market, he must be familiar with trade cus- 
toms throughout the world. In addition to this, it will 
be helpful if he is a student of economics and has inti- 
mate knowledge of manufacturing processes and costs. 


As in other lines of endeavor, the efficiency of a 
traffic manager is dependent largely upon his practical 
experience as a supplement to technical knowledge he 
may have obtained through study. Many valuable 
traffic managers have risen from the bottom, having 
acquired all the knowledge they now possess through 
actual experience and hard knocks. However, the tech- 
nical details of the work may be learned in schools 
teaching this branch of business administration, but 
the practical experience and contacts with carriers 
must be obtained through actual work. 


It can be seen that much may be expected from a 
traffic manager, but in order to get the most out of a 
traffic department, its difficulties and problems must 
be appreciated by the other executives of the organiza- 
tion, and full co-operation must be given it. Being 
placed on a par with his brother executives, the traffic 
manager must be made to feel free to consult at any 
time with the heads of other departments, particularly 
the sales and production departments, regarding any 
problem that may arise. Waste in the movement of 
in-coming materials or out-going products cannot be 
fully eliminated unless all departments are at least 
willing to give their whole-hearted support.

since plaintiffs have a legal right to make leases and 
render services at prevailing rents and charges, there 
js no concession, and there exists none of the unlaw- 
fulness found and ordered removed by the Commission 
because the only discrimination and prejudice found to 
be in violation of Sections 2 and 3 of the Act are such 
as result from the concessions to the shippers men- 

tioned, in violation of Section 6. 

“ne arguMENC 1S UNSOUNU Decause the premises upon 
which it is built are wholly erroneous. It assumes that 
when plaintiffs entered upon the commercial warehouse 
business in the Port of New York District they merely 
made rates to meet the “prevailing rates” at that time, 
and have continued on that basis, whereas the record 
shows and the Commission finds that in their own in- 
ternecine warfare they cut warehouse rates and rents 
not only below their own costs but also below the pre- 
vailing rates—that they made whatever rates would get 
the business in their own competition one with another. 
The argument further assumes that which the record as 
a whole and the two reports of the Commission as a 
whole deny, namely, that the rates generally prevailing 
in the New York District market are below cost, that 
is, that not only the carriers’ but also the independent 
commercial warehousemen’s rates are all below costs, 
whereas the record and the Commission’s findings show 
that only the carriers’ rates are below cost, that they 
can maintain below-cost warehouse rates because they 
can draw upon their line-haul revenues to make up the 
resulting losses, whereas the independent warehouse- 
man, lacking such a revenue reservoir, cannot continue 
to rent space or store goods at below-cost charges. The 
argument asserts that the only finding made by the 
Commission is that plaintiffs make leases and render 
services at less than cost, whereas the Commission’s 
findings were far more comprehensive than this, as 
later shown herein. The argument further asserts that 
the only discrimination and prejudice found to be in 
violation of Sections 2 and 3 are such as result from the 
concessions and that if the finding as to the concessions 
falls, the Section 6 finding collapses and with it the 
Section 2 and Section 3 findings as well, whereas the 
Commission’s reports plainly find unjust discrimination 
and undue prejudice resulting from failure to adhere 
to the published tariff rates, in violation of Section 6, 
and also unjust and undue prejudice, in violation of 
Sections 2 and 3, independently of the Section 6 viola- 
tio. Counsel for plaintiffs apparently overlook the 
fact that Section 2 prohibits unjust discrimination “di- 
rectly or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, draw- 
back, or other device” and that in determining whether 
such discrimination exists it is immaterial whether 
there are departures from the tariffs in violation of 
Section 6.” 

Either directly or through their dominated and con- 
trolled subsidiaries, the Commission found the carriers 
“seek out the larger shippers and offer them lower rates 
for warehousing services and warehouse space than 
the private warehousemen.” This express finding that 
the carriers cut rates for both warehousing service and 
warehouse space was followed by the observation, “It 
appears of little concern to the railroads that the 
charges for the warehousing services and space furnish- 
ed are not compensatory, because they expect to re- 

coup any losses through revenue from rail transporta- 
tion.” 

Charging that warehousing ventures of the seven 
truck line railroads are “instrumentalities of unlawful 
rebating and concession practices designed for the buy- 
ing of freight traffic,” The Warehousemen’s Protective 
Committee also has filed an intervening brief. 

The brief was filed by John J. Hickey, counsel, under 
special authority, granted during the April 22 hearing 
in New York on the pleas of the carriers for annulment

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of the ICC order of Feb. 2 prohibiting them from giving 
warehousing concessions to shippers at less than cost. 

In a summarizing brief of arguments, The Ware- 
housemen’s Protective Committee asks dismissal of the 
carriers’ injunction proceeding, to restrain the order 
of the ICC from becoming effective, on the grounds thai 
the Commission had efficiently investigated complaints 
made by private warehousemen and had found sufficient 
cause for action. 

Holding that the complaining warehouse companies 
are entitled to the protection of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, and that the principal purpose of that 
statute is suppression of unjust discrimination and un- 
due prejudice, the brief states: 

“We contend that the controlling issue and the issue 
of greatest importance is centered on the right of more 
than fifty reputable business concerns, engaged in the 
warehousing business in the Port of New York District, 
to obtain the full protective force of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act and the Elkins Act and to be thereby re- 
lieved of the injurious effects of willful violations of 
those statutes by the plaintiffs.” 

Contradicting the argument of the railroads that the 
ICC did not say in its order what it meant by “cost of 
service,” the warehousemen’s brief contends that the 
carriers have failed to point out specific instances in 
which the Commission’s cost of service findings are in- 
sufficient. 

“The Central Railroad Company of New Jersey has 
clearly assigned error and argues a point that is 
worthy of consideration. The New York Central Rail- 
road Company, and the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany have assigned immaterial errors in a manner that 
enables us to readily locate the Commission’s findings 
which they Challenge,” the brief contends. 

“The Commission in two of its three reports made 
several findings of cost of service. Answering plaintiffs’

contentions briefly we say that we have not discovered, 
and the plaintiffs have not pointed out, any finding of 
the Commission which fails to sufficiently inform plain- 
tiffs of what is therein meant by ‘cost.’ 

“Theories and hypotheses of cost of service may be 
debated ad libitum. It is encumbent upon the plaintiffs 
to make out their points through a complete exposition 
of error in the order and the specified underlying find- 
ing. They cannot shift an intolerable burden of prov- 
ing the negative upon the defendants, thus compelling 
the defendants to pit each finding in the Commission’s 
three reports again theoretical assault.” 

In another traverse, the warehousemen’s association 
contends that the trunk lines failed to establish that 
through operation of the Commissions’ orders they will 
be deprived of their property without due process of 
Jaw, 0: that the orders will take their property without 
compensation. On the contrary, the brief charges, the 
railroads are seeking a license to continue to vio- 
late the civil and criminal provisons of the regulating 
statutes to destroy the business and impair the value 
of the property of the complaining warehouse com- 
panies. 

The brief filed by John J. Hickey, for The Ware- 
housemen’s Protective Committee, was filed within the 
20-day limit, fixed by Judge Harrie B. Chase, at the 
hearing in New York, April 22. The brief of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was also filed before the 
deadline of June 7. (George H. Manning, Jr.). 





Private Operation of N. Y. Free 
Trade Zone Held Up 


The contemplated private operation of New York 
City’s Foreign Trade Zone on Staten Island has been 
passed back for further discussion to the committee 
appointed by the Board of Estimate to work out de- 
tails on this move. This came as a result of consider- 
able opposition on the part of bonded warehouses in the 
Metropolitan area whose members had pointed out at 
hearings that bonded warehouses afforded ample space 
for the requirements of importers and also provided 
all of the operations permitted in the free port. The 
committee was also reminded that the warehouses are 
heavy taxpayers and that unless the unequitable ar- 
rangements contemplated under private overation were 
cancelled, legal action might be instituted. 

The contract for private operation provided that the 
corporation shall begin with a capitalization of $100,- 
000, which would be increased to $250,000 after 27 
mos. 

The city was required to set up an operating fund 
not exceeding $130,000 a year to pay operating ex- 
penses within the zone. Organization expenses would 
be met by the corporation, which would also undertake 
to pay for foreign agents, the fees of its brokers and 
the salaries of its own personnel. Emergency construc- 
tion requirements would be met by the city through a 
revolving fund of $250,000. 

The corporation would receive 30 per cent of the 
gross revenue of the zone up to $300,000; 35 per cent 
of the next $200,000, and 40 per cent of the gross in 
excess of $500,000. The Foreign Trade Zone Operating 
Corporation submitted a bid on the contract through 
Benjamin A. Javits of 165 Broadway. Members of the 
corporation include Emile Ponchelet, C. A. Richards of 
304 East Forty-fifth Street, and Cornelius A. Sullivan 
of 44 Whitehall Street. 

The city’s operating fund would function as a loan 
if the zone was successful. The city has the right 
to cancel the contract if, after the 6th year of oper- 
ation, the net revenue of the corporation is less than 
$125,000, or if the net revenue is less than $175,000 in

the fact that steamship lines using the Port of New 
York can offer shippers and consignees unusually 
fast service to and from inland points in this 
country. 

Citing facilities offered at the Port of New York 
can offer handling of freight, an official of the Port 
Authority pointed to the recent rapid time in 
transit of cargo from Norway to Chicago—11 days, 
and to Minneapolis and Duluth in 12 days, via New 
York. The exceptionally fast delivery of the afore- 
mentioned freight was accomplished as a result of 
special arrangements developed by Mr. T. Tonnesen 
of the Norwegian America Line in conjunction 
with the Trunk Line Association railroads in an 
efort to regain a portion of traffic that had been 
virtually lost to the Port of New York. 

Of course, no story could be complete if mention 
of the cargo in question is not cited, especially in 
view of the efforts already stressed; therefore, it 
s time to mention the fact that the freight con- 
sisted principally of canned fish and cod-liver oil. 

This country is the largest buyer of canned fish 
from Norway as statistics show we imported last 
year more than 18,000 tons, or almost half the total 
exports of one of the most important commodities 
marketed by the Norsemen. So far as Norway’s 
od-liver oil trade is concerned, it may also be in- 
teresting to note that we continue to take the 
largest share of her exports.

Pulp Again at Port Newark 


HE Milos of the Norwegian-American Line, 

out of Helsingborg, Sweden, recently landed at 
Port Newark the first consignment of wood pulp 
and paper discharged at the port in 2 years. The 
occasion marked the beginning of regaining traf- 
fic which had gone to competitive ports. 

Thorval Tonnesen of the steamship line and W. H. 
Connell, traffic manager of the Port of New York 
Authority, said this discharge of paper and wood 
pulp cargo was the forerunner of greater tonnage 
to be received here. They said if the cooperation 
of city officials, railroads and other agencies is 
continued there will be a steady increase in busi- 
ness and Newark will be the main port for such 
cargoes. 

Connell said the Newark port is an integral 
part of the Port of New York and offers the 
best facilities for tramp steamers. A factor in in- 
creasing the importance of Port Newark, he said, 
was the agreement of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and trunk lines establishing rates 
which equalize the port rates with other sections of 
Port of New York, including ports at Brooklyn, 
Manhattan and Staten Island. This, he said, will 
provide a more normal flow of traffic. 

Connell predicted Port Newark will regain at 
least 25 per cent of wood pulp and paper trafic 
which for the last 2 years had been carried on at 
New York and Brooklyn ports. 

The cargo of the Milos was picked up at Scan-

Seattle Port Development 


HE Northwest Shippers’ Association has been 

organized at Seattle to undertake unification of 
promotion of markets and increasing of transpor- 
tation facilities for surrounding industrial and 
agricultural interests as well as domestic and for- 
eign rail and waterborne commerce through Seattle. 

Col. W. C. Bickford, general manager of the Port 
of Seattle, has been elected president of the new 
organization. B. M. Patton, eastern manager of 
the port of Seattle, recently declared that the new 
group will undertake to secure for the port a con- 
siderable volume of traffic now moving through 
other Pacific Coast ports by the reason of the fact 
that Seattle lacks certain essential steamship ser- 
vices. To remedy this situation it is proposed to 
effect traffic accumulations that will induce steam- 
ship operators to make Seattle a regular port of 
call. One of the first objects of the new organiza- 
tions will be to secure steamship facilities from 
Seattle to the Hawaiian Islands. Thousands of 
tons of agricultural products from Washington, 
Idaho and Montana are now being shipped by rail 
to San Francisco for movement to Hawaii. It is 
planned to develop movement of this traffic through 
the Seattle Gateway. Port development groups 
similar to the new Northwest Shippers’ Association 
are being organized in a number of directions. 
C.S. Connelly was elected vice president and F. C. 
Ferre, secretary-treasurer of the Northwest Ship- 

rs’ Association.

At the outset of the hearing, attorneys for the Penn- 
sylvania and Reading railroads, the city of Philadel- 
phia, and various terminal operators and ship lines 
made certain the record showed their witnesses were 
appearing merely to cooperate with and aid the com- 
mission, and that their appearances did not‘infer recog- 
nition of the jurisdiction of the commission. This left 
the way open for any or all of the various interests to 
attack the commission’s jurisdiction in future—an ac- 
tion not at all improbable should the toes of any of 
them be tread upon by commission regulations. 

Philadelphia at present is fighting before the State 
F) Supreme Court for the right to ban top wharfage 

charges on piers within city limits. In so doing, it is 

bucking a lower court decision giving power over such 

charges to the State Public Utility Commission, and 
\ railroad contentions that the Maritime Commission 
) holds jurisdiction. Moreover, the Federal agency al- 
} yeady has been petitioned by a shipper group to step 
into the situation. 

During the hearing, the examiners appeared in- 
terested primarily in determining what proportion of

} and Trenton goes into local delivery and that trucks 

/ at present handle about 75 per cent of all lumber, al- 
' though the more normal proportion has been about 50 

} per cent by rail and the remainder by truck.

goods and the application of knowledge concerning 
the corrosion of tinplate. 

Cool storage has already been mentioned as an 
excellent way of minimizing all kinds of spoilage 
due to corrosion. Since 1931 this has been con- 
firmed with many different kinds of fruits, and 
there is no doubt that the artificial cooling of ships’ 
holds, warehouses and depots to about 34 to 40 
deg. F. in naturally warm climates would effect a 
great improvement in the quality of many classes 
of canned goods.
